AS a concerned mother, I am alarmed 
at the lack of social provision in 
Greenwich for the adults and young 
people of this borough. 

Coming from North London to the 
South East with my son, it is a huge 
shock to that these are not in place. 
Apart from the many chicken shops 
which encourage people to eat and get 
fat, the pubs or the open fields where 
people gather or the young men play 
football and drink, there is absolutely 
nothing here. It would be nice to have a 
cinema, bowling club, roller and/or an 
ice skating rink locally for the residents, 
not only to socialise but as another form 
of exercise. Since moving here two years 
ago this August I am still quite isolated 
and crave entertainment other than TV. 
My son he makes regular trips to North 
London to socialise with his friends 
and often makes the long journey to 
Alexander Palace to ice skate. When 
these trips occur I cannot go to sleep 
until his returns. 

It’s a real shame that such a lovely area 
cannot offer more for its young people 


and families who I am sure would value 
it. If such facilities were available, I am 
sure that my son would not make the 
regular and long journey to Haringey 
or Islington to skate and have fun. Such 
facilities would also enable him to make 
new friends and help him to settle in the 
area.

A WOMAN from Blackheath has 
been walking home from her job 
at Lloyds Banking Group in the 
City in preparation for walking 100 
kilometres across the Sahara Desert 
for the Alzheimer’s Society. 

Lucy Wharmby, 24, is one of 35 people 
in a team from her bank who will be 
trekking across the unforgiving terrain 
of the world’s hottest desert from October 
31 to November 9. 

Having been chosen from hundreds of 
staff who applied in a rigorous process 
which involved putting together a 
business plan, they aim to raise £140,000 
in total for the bank’s partner charity, 
Alzheimer’s Society. 

Lucy, who does much of her training 
at the weekend, has raised an estimated 
£4,000, including from a charity ball she 
is staging at Greenwich Yacht Club on 
Saturday (September 13). 

Doing the Ben Nevis Midnight Challenge 
last year, again for Alzheimer’s, helped 
her cause when she applied to take part 
in her bank’s nominated event this year. 

She managed last year’s climb in the 
dark in seven hours. “It was horrific 
weather,” said Lucy “We started at 10pm 
and it was not good. Then it snowed for 30 
minutes to the summit - in June.” 

Now, going to the other extreme, she will 
be walking in searing heat across the ever- 
changing Chegaga Dunes landscape. 


“I’m walking home from work and 
now just starting to walk to work as 
well, which is 6.5 miles,” she said. “The 
guys who will be leading us have pretty 
much told us to get used to walking on 
consecutive days.” 

Weekends driving out to Kent and 
then walking will be stepped up with a 
weekend in the Peak District this month 
as she prepares to raise money for a 
charity close to her heart. 

“My nan is suffering with it and I’ve 
had it in my family previously as well,” 
said Lucy. “I think many people have had 
someone they know affected by it.” 

With the bank funding the trip, all the 
money raised goes to the charity.

Another borough resident raising 
money for the same cause is Andrea 
Lewis, 33, from Greenwich, who will run 
the Oxford Marathon in memory of her 
grandfather. 

He cared for his wife, who had dementia, 
which affects one in three people over 65 
- 800,000 people in the UK have a form of 
the disease. 

She said: ‘The work that the Alzheimer’s 
Society does is really important - it helps 
and supports not only the people with 
dementia but their carers and family 
too.’

HUNDREDS of thousands 
of people were expected 
to have visited the royal 
borough over the five-day 
Tall Ships Festival, which 
began on Friday.

A SPECIAL crew of volunteers helped to ensure 
it was all smooth sailing on land during the tall 
ships festival. 

Around 100 event volunteers were specially 
trained to help the thousands of visitors who 
came for the five-day event.

Four Starting Blocks-supported youngsters 
win national athletics age-group medals

FOUR Cambridge Harriers who have 
support from Greenwich Starting 
Blocks won medals in their age- 
groups at the England AAA U15/U17 
Championships in Bedford. 

They were led by shot putter Divine 
Oladipo, whose 14.40 metre throw earned 
gold and the under-17 championship 
record. 

She said: “It was a good distance. I had 
hoped for more, but it was great to win.” 

She had been feeling under the weather, 
which affected her discus performance in the 
morning, as she headed to the Sainsbury’s 
UK School Games at the weekend reflecting 
on a fantastic year. 

“English Schools was the highlight, of 
everything I’ve done just to improve since 
last year,” said Divine, having thrown 14.92m 
to win in Birmingham in July. 

The other gold medallist in Bedford was 
Heather Butcher, who took gold in the 
under-17 5,000 metre walk in 26 minutes 22.13 
seconds. 

Vera Chinedu, from Charlton, equalled 
her personal best of 12.23 seconds to take 
under-15 silver over 100 metres, while Tobi 
Ogunjimi, from Thamesmead, continued 
his fine progress by going under 22 seconds 
for the first time over 200 metres. Both are 
trained by Mark Lancaster. 

He did so twice during the course of the 
competition - which included rounds and 
final - winning bronze in 21.84 seconds. 


One of the Harriers coaches, Mick Bond, 
said: “Vera did very well last year and won 
the national indoor version over 60 metres 
in the winter and has progressed this year. 
She’s very dedicated and trains hard. 

“Divine dabbled with sprinting last year 
and still does a little bit of running for the 
team. 

“But when I was training her last year it 
seemed obvious she could be a thrower and I 
encouraged her to do it more. 

“She has been very focused on that and has 
broken the club record, which has stood for 
30 years, four or five times this year.” 

The results came at the end of a hugely 
successful season for the Sutcliffe Park-based 
club, whose under-20s team won promotion 
to the Southern Premier League. 

Mick said: “We’ll be competing against the 
top teams in the south - and they are the 
ones who are the best in the country. We’re 
looking forward to it.” 

The club is one of the few around who 
has junior walkers, numbering about eight, 
under coach Noel Carmody. “Traditionally 
we have done really well and sent people to 
the Olympics,” reflected Mick. 

Heather, 16, sister Evie, 13, and Indigo 
Burgin, 15, are three young walkers 
supported by Starting Blocks, a charity 
which supports athletes with potential 
in Olympic and Paralympic sports with 
benefits ranging from free gym membership 
to, in some cases, bursaries to help with 
travel, training and equipment.
